Harris’ commitment to the needs of oth- 
ers also extended beyond the bounds of 
athletics. During World War I, he was a 
dedicated Red Cross volunteer. 

Another Red Cross blood drive volunteer 
during the war, Iris Howell, was later quoted 
by the Post-Record: “Every six weeks the 

| Red Cross would come to Camas with 
nurses for blood drawings, We were re- 
quired to get 200 folks to sign up for each 
visit, The Red Cross also liked to have a 
focal physician on hand to supervise and 
help out. Of all the physicians in town, Doc 
Harris was there every time. lt was quite an 
undertaking to get it all organized, find 
enough cots and have the people there to 
help, We never even had to ask Doc Harris 

' for help. He would show up cach and every 
time, without fail.
